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bound to Fernandina, Fla., was fumigated November 2, and while 
trying to weigh a foul anchor to be towed out of the harbor she 
became stranded and has not as yet been able to leave this port. 

Summary. — During the month of October, 1906, 13 bills of health 
were issued to vessels leaving for United States ports, having an 
aggregate number of 366 crews, and 6 passengers in transit for several 
ports in Cuba; 4 certificates of immunity were granted to passengers 
destined to the United States via Habana, and 2 vessels bound for 
southern ports were fumigated. 

There were no transactions for the Canal Zone nor for the Republic 
of Panama. 

One case of yellow fever, not reported to this office, occurred at the 
rural town of Alacranes, about 30 miles to the south of this city, on 
October 2. 

Week ended November 10, 1906. Bills of health issued to 3 ves- 
sels bound for United States ports, and 2 immune certificates granted 
to passengers going to the United States via Habana and Porto Rico 
via Santiago de Cuba. 

Since November 7 no new cases of yellow fever have been reported, 
either in the city or province. 

No communicable diseases were reported in the city during the past 
week. 

Report from Santiago — Inspection of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, November 7, as follows: 
Week ended November 3, 1906. Bills of health issued to 5 vessels 
bound for the United States. No vessel was fumigated. On the Nor- 
wegian steamship Drot at muster I found 3 men with fever, probably 
malarial. This was noted on the bill of health. 
No quarantinable disease has been reported.
